! Washington. Juce 2S —The report of 
the committee of 12 on rural schools 
In the United States appointed at the 
convention o/ the National Educational 
associlatiou in July, 1895, has been 
completed and will be submitteUat tbe 
next annual gathering. 


It is one oi the most important doc- 


uments on school education that has 


since the promulgation of the 


report of the committee of lit on sec- 
ondary eduutioa in this country, a 
couple of yearss ago. 


The report discusses the rural school 


"problem ia the different aspects of 
eohool maintenance, supervision, sup- 
ply of teacflers and istruction and dis- 
cipline. Each of these subjects was in 
charpe of a subcommittee of three, 
their work beiDf reviewed by tbe en- 
tire committee 


The report says that for purposes of 


•organization, maintenance or super- 
vision, nothing should be recognized 
M the unit smaller than tbe township 
or county 
Tlie school district is the 


most imdfsiradbie unit possible. Ef- 
fecting this change wherever the dis- 
trict system prevails would conduce to 
\Mteetiveness and simplicity of organ- 
ization; 
economy in funds, equaliza- 


tion of taxation and to a system of su- 
pervision which would produce better 
f-e«ults. 
' AH the subcommittees favor the con- 
solidation of schools which are too 
•mail to employ profitably the 
time 


of 
one teacher, into larger schools, 


,wben practicable, in order that better 
Instruction 
nsoy be provioed than Is 


now posible. --Every community should 
be required to raise- a certain sum for 
the suport of its schools as a prerequi- 
site for the raising Its share of public 
money. 


One of the great hindrances to the 


Improvement of the rural school lies 
la Us isolation, and ite inability to 
Kurnish to the pupil that stimulative 
Influence which conies from contact 
with others of his own age and ad- 
.Tancement

THREATENING FIRE. 


Sailor* OD tbe 
OCCAM Steamer City of

New York, June 28. — The Anchor 


ine steamer City of Rome has arrived 
from Glasgow and 
Myville after a 


hrilling experience with fire on board 
sbip. 


Captain Hugh Young reports that tbe 


steamer sailed on June 19 with 56 sa- 
loon, 90 second cabin and 150 steerage 
passengers and a cargo of general 
merchandise. 


On Saturday the bridge officer de- 


tected smoke issuiug from No. 1 hold, 
mmediately forward of the 
bridge. 


Dense volumes of smoke soon began to 
ascend. The fire alarm was quickly 
sounded and the crew beat to quarters. 
Meanwhile an officer was detailed to 
notify the passengers. 


In a few minutes hose was stretched 


along the deck from the engine room 
to the hold, where tbe fire was then 
raging. Steam and water were turned 
into the burning compartment, and at 


p. m. tbe fire was under control. 
Another detachment of the ere* 


were ordered to stand by in case of 
emergency and streams of water were 
kept constantly pouring' into Ibe burn- 
ing compartments 
and on the main 


deck in the immediate vicinity of the 
fire. The cargo in the burnine hold 
consisted chiefly of jute goods and will 
probably be a total k>sf. 


The <»use of the fire is supposed to 


have been spontaneous combustion. 
The amount of damage can not be as- 
certained at present.

Tbe owner of 
this stone is operating placer mines in 
Idaho, and tbe stone was found in the 
tailings and preserved on account of its 
bright. Mne color. News of the find 
reached New York, a^c! an agent of 
Tiffany, after examining the stone, 
offered $3,500 for it. The owner decided 
that if it was worth that in tbe rough 
it was probably worth ranch m )re and 
ia now on bis way to London, where he 
expects to realize its full value.

NEST OF PYTHON'S EGGS. 


A Becent Arrival In WwhillKtotl Given • 


Surpriw. 


In a iiouiso ou Rhode Island avtucc, 


Washiiigwii, is a feiaalo pythou. This 
reptile is the pet of :t ycuiig juau who 
is iutercBted in herpctology. He bought 
it recently iu New York, whither it 
was brought by a traveler from lurlia. 
To the coiaplete astonishment of the 
yonng stndcut of snakes, he lately 
fouiid in his python's quarters a mess 
of white objects unlike anything he had 
before seen. They were eggs, aud there 
were 25 c£ them. la size ;uid color tbty 
are uiuch like a hen's egg. The gnell or 
skin which envelops the yolk is not 
rigid as in a ben's eggs, but as flexible 
and tough as leather. The shape is ob- 
long, but uct symmetrical, being soaae- 
wiiat irregular. The whole 25 eggs 
were laid iu a few boors. 


An effort will lie made to incubate 


these eggs: There are a number of per- 
plexities about batching snakes' eggs. 
In the first place, there is doubt as to 
the temperature. Some say it is 73 de- 
grees, others 124 degrees. The former 
seems unduly low, the latter too high. 
The temperature for hatching hens', 
ducks' aud turkeys' eggs is 108 degrees. 
The time it takes to hatch pythons' eggs 
is said to be eight weeks.—Washington 
Star.

The redaction in the quantity of 


money makes each piece of money more 
valuable. This reduction is called con- 
traction. But there is yet another way 
to produce contraction, and that is by a 
failure to increase the volume of money 
from year to year proportionately -with 
the increase in the nsea of money. The 
silver money produced from the mines 
is no longer added to the volume of 
money. 


It is u startling fact that the gold 


produced from the mines is not added 
to the volume of money, bat is absorbed 
in the arts and mechanical uses. This 
is a recognized fact, stated by Charles 
Giffen, secretary of the London board 
of trade and the recognized authority 
of English monometallism. A stationary 
eappiy of money operates as contraction 
because of the increase of the population 
and consequent increase of the uses for 
money, just as snrely as a reduction of 
the amount of money and a stationary 
demand for it wonld work contraction. 


Certainly these things are worthy of 


the consideration of every man who 
pretends to have any interest in business 
aad who is not too bnsy to use his com- 
mon sense in the conduct oi that busi- 
ness. Svery taan in the world who 
its not engaged in the business of in- 
creasing the value of money and redto 
ing the valne of all other property is di- 
rectly interested in the restoration of 
silver as money equally with gold.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

Large, 
heavy birds like geest> <x>uld not 
possibly march for long distances 
unless their method and order of 
march were carefully thought out. 
That the average intelligence of 
these birds is very high is generally 
acknowledged, but in nowhere so 
well shown as when they are trav- 
eling on foot la the first place, 
there is no hurry—every one goes 
his own pace, but ihat pace is delib- 
erate. They walk in column, hut the 
ranks are often ten geese wide. Xo 
goose touches or jostles his neigh- 
bor, and all the heads are carried 
high, so as to get the maximum of 
air. At regular intervals on the 
march the column halts and feeds, 
spreading out in lines for this pur- 
pose, but falling in at a proper sig- 
nal from the leaders. 


The writer has often watched 


these proceedings when a large flock 
of gees« has been crossing Port 
meadow, the wild, green flat above 
Oxford. But" their marching powers 
have been well known in "the 
trade'' for centuries, and are still 
made Use of abroad. At Antwerp in 
January a flock of 3,000 geese were 
seen to walk along the quay, gently 
arged by some Flemish gooseberries. 
They were halted opposite to an 
English steamer bound for Har- 
wich, and then crossed three abreast 
on a plank with low canvas sides 
on to the steamer. They then walked 
along tbe deck, descended a steep 
sloping plank, and marched along 
the lower deck into an inclosure, 
where they remained during the 
crossing. At Harwich they were 
driven up tbe plank to the upper 
deck, off the ship and into the pens, 
where it is to be feared most of 
them were killed for market. This 
is only a survival of the old system 
by which the Norfolk geese were 
driven up to London in thousands 
without losing condition. It paid 
better before the days of railways 
to let the geese transport them- 
selves. 


The largest drove mentioned was 


one of 9,000, which went from Suf- 
folk, through Cbelmsford and on 
to London. As "a cart," not carts, 
was provided to pick up the lame 
ones the number who "fell out" 
must have been surprisingly small. 
It may be doubted whether 9, not) 
creatures of any other species rould 
have made tbe journey of 100 imles> 
with so little trouble. They took 
their journey easily, marching ten 
miles a day. The ordinary day's 
march of the German army is IJi 
miles, only three miles Letter than 
the geese. But these are the cham- 
pion pedestrians of all birds. When 
Lord Oxford bet the Marquis of 
Queensberry that a rlrove of Suffolk 
geese would beat an equal number 
of turkeys in a walk in London, the 
geese won by 48 hours.—London 
Spectator.

Legoyt's claim was that in 
all countries the rate of suicide 
niong unmarried people was high- 
r than among married people, and 
le said that ''the value of domestic 
ies as a restraint against suicide is 
shown in the fact that persons with 
children are much less disposed to 
t than those who have none. '' Le- 
goyt showed that 54 per cent of the 
uicides of France were unmarried 
>eople, 56 per cent in Italy and 57 
>er cent in Germany. The number 
f suicides among married people 
was 3 per cent less in Germany than 
n France, and it is a fact well 
mown and acknowledged by all 
tudents of suicide and of mortuary 
igures that the proportion of chil- 
dren to families is larger in Ger- 
many than it is in France, and the 


ber of childless married couples 


s larger in France than it is in Ger- 
many. This seems to bear out the 
accuracy of the claim of Legoyt and 
aerhaps to some extent to eorrobo- 
ate the claim of Morselli. for di- 
vorces are much more frequent 
moug married couples who are 
hildlpss thnn among those who 
lave children. 
Another fact of general knowl- 
dge which seems to corroborate, 
oo, the view of Morselli is that in 
reland, where practically divorce is 
unknown, the ratio of suicides is 
ess than in any other country.

Toward tbe beginning 
f 1895 he proceeded from Uganda with 
u armed force to descend tbe Kile aud 
cached Dnfile, being the first white 
man to revisit that place after its 
bandonment in Kovember, 1888, on 
the approach of tbe Mahrlifits. What 
was done at Dufile is not stated, but it 
may be assumed that bis visit bad a 
military object in view—possibly its oc- 
cupation by a Britihb garrison—and that 
joint on the Nile is probably uow held 
>y forces sent from Uganda. 


During 1895 the whole of northern 


Tnyoro, toward the Nile, was surveyed, 
nclcding the course of the Victoria 
file from Lake Ibrahim to the Murchi- 
BOD falls and part of tbe Lango or 
Wgkedi country. Mount Fnmbi, iu Un- 
yoro, vras found to be 6,640 feet above 
he sea and some 800 feet above the ad- 
acent country, which is held by menus 
rf Fort Masindi. The valleys are fer- 
ile, producing great quantities of In- 
iiau corn, tobacco, bananas, castor oil, 
tc. The Wafcedis were found to be au 
nteresting people, living in conical 
huts m independent communities. Pare 
if tbe lieutenant's task was to lead an 
xpeditiou sent to attack Arab slavers 
n southern Unyoro, with the result of 
iterating many captives. The Msisi 
iver was reached, and near that stream 
was found another British fort, 4,582 
eet above sea level. 


The climate in these uplands is de- 


scribed as "fairly good," being drier 
ban that of Uganda. In July, the cool- 
est month, the minimum temperature 
was 49 degrees, tho u?uul night temper- 
ature being 60 degrees. The highest 
registered temperature was 80 degrees. 


seaee, enforced by the English, has led 
to great improvement of the economic 
condition cf the people, who have set- 
led down to agriculture and roadmak- 
ng. The cessation of war has resulted 
u a rapid increase of the population. 


Uganda industry is becoming more 


common, and tbe people are beginning 
n carry goods and "perform a certain 
amount of work." Many have been 
aught to read and write. A port baa 
been established on Lake Victoria and a 
silver currency introduced. As the peo- 


become more civilized and their 


wants increase, thero will be, it is be- 
lieved, an increased demaud for foreign 
goods. 


Of special interest from the point of 


view of intending colonists is the Nau- 
di country, also visited by Lieutenant 
Vandeleur. This region lies at an aver- 
age height of 6,000 feet above tbe sea 
aud bus a, climate well suited to Euro- 
peans. The thermometer here rarely 
rises above 80 degrees, aud the nights 
ate cold. There is abundance of grass 
for cattle, and for the most part tho 
soil is very fertile. Timber is to bo had 


great plenty, a circumstance which 


will have great importance for steam- 
ers on Lake Victoria and for the rail- 
\va^ wuu. completed to tht) coast. The 
li'oturer mentions the oorious fact that 
tho language* of Zanzibar is becoming 
the medium of comainuication between 
the various people in all this part of 
Afuca.—Balnn.oiv t!nu.

The Law sod tht- Oakc* COM. 


News of Captain Reed's acquittal of 


the charge of insufficiently provisioning 
the .-hip T. F. Oakes i» received by tbw 
Sail Francisco Coast Seamen's Journal 
with the load "We told you so" that 
was to be expected. It even goes to the 
length of expressing something almost 
like satisfaction that the case went as 
it did, taking the ground that the ver- 
dict again forcibly illustrates tho utter 
helplessness of sailors under the present 
shipping laws. The seaman, it says, has 
been told numberless times that the 
law is with him and that his protection 
is the object for which United States 
judges exist. ''Cases like that of the 
Oakes teach tho seaman and bis friends 
the hollow lie of this stuff. They prove 
that the law for the seaman is mere 
theory as far as it goes, which is not 
very far, and that, iu fact, judges and 
juries, by the system under which the. 
latter are chosen, are almost universally 
against him. The lesson of this is clear. 
It is that the law needs mending so as 
to make it impossible for judges and 
juries to get nudtr cover of it." 


That the law needs amendment is 


very true, but the obviously false inti- 
mation that judges and juries are glad, 
by taking advantage of if, to deprive 
the sailor of protection will simply ei- 
cite indignation in the gmeral public 
and therefore delay the growth of a de- 
mand for such changes in the statutes 
as will make trag-dies of the Oakes 
sort impossible. That demand has been 
heard lately in many quarters, auel ju- 
dicious frieutis of the sailor will not 
silence it by absurd afensatious of con- 
spiracy between shipowners aud those 
whose only duty it is to interpret and 
execute the laws as they are.—New York 
Times.

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A WAR WITH DRILLS. 


A dispatch from Toledo to tbe -En- 


quirer says 


All oildom is roused over a battle 


that is being waged between the 
Standard Oil Company and tbe pro- 
ducing firm of Stilt, Montgomery & 
Pool. The seat of war is on a farm 
near Cygnet, Ohio, and it is over a 
little plot of land which includes 
only 40 acres. Ten years ago the 
Standard Oil Company's producing 
department, known as tbe Obio Oil 
Company, secured a lease on the 
property. The company also secured 
all the land abutting on the piece, 
and proceeded to make four locations 
on tbe place. The wells were drilled 
diagonally on tbe lot, extending 
nearly across it, and from the very 
first the wells were good producers. 
Even to-day, ten years after the wells 
were drilled, they are producing fifty 
barrels daily, which is almost phe- 
nomenal. For several years there 
has been friction between the com- 
pany and the owners of the land 
who are business men in Weston. 
The claim was made that tbe Obio 
Oil Company should have drilled 
more wells than it did, and in that 
manner increase the royalty due the 
owners.. This did not suit tbe Ohio, 
and tbey neither drilled more well* 
on that piece nor were in any hurry 
about drilling up the land on the 
four adjoining sides, preferring to 
take the slower but less expensive 
method of extracting tbe oil from 
that region by means of the wells 
drilled long ago. 


Some time ago the terms of the 


lease expired, and the Ohio OU Com- 
pany applied for a new one. This 
was refused by the owners. Then
